til 12 at night, and reached the Salt La­ 
goons, where wns encamped the tram from 
which we had procured our supplies. 
Four 
days from that, we arrived at Kl Paso ; hav­ 
ing been 33 days on the road, which is 
here accounted a very short trip. 
You sec by tins I have seen the Kle- 
phant ; nevertheless, I do n ot regret in the 
least my having come. 
I have suffered a 
little from cold and want of provisions, 
but 
nevertheless, I had a very pleasant 
lime. 
Game was very scarce on our route, 
two deer being all that were killed. 
The main train arrived three weeks af­ 
ter us ; their route was better supplied with 
game than ours, aud they had the stores 
with them, so that they could not suffer for 
want of provisions.
